It has been estimated that it
would cost at “least $5,600,000
to set up a rubbish collection
system, in the City of Los An
geles, assuming that the 'trash
wayg 'collected by city eniployees
using city equipment.

More than one-half of all the
money , raised by the State of
California is spent through lo-
cal government agencies, includ-
ing* msmm. cities and coun-
ties, The state will spend near-
one billion dollars  ($787,000,:
000) to. be exact, during: the
current fiscal year for local
aid, with schools and aid to the
aged, blind .and .needy children
at the head of:the list.
